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INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION OF DISEASES ADAPTED 
FOR INDEXING OF HOSPITAL RECORDS 
AND OPERATION CLASSIFICATION 


INTRODUCTION 

Diseases and operations may be classified In many ways. For hospital 
Indexing purposes, the most efficient classification system is one which 
permits the location of a maximum number of pertinent records with the 
review of the least number of records. A perfect system of disease classi- 
fication for diagnostic indexing purposes must anticipate every request for 
patient records in all hospitals which will use the classification, and make 
specific provisions for every diagnostic category in which requests for 
patient records will be made. Such a system is impossible of attainment. On 
the other hand, it is possible to devise a system based upon experience in the 
various hospitals which will yield the needed records with reasonable effi- 
ciency. 

The present adaptation of the International Classification of Diseases ^ 
provides a means of classifying diseases and operations for indexing hospital 
records. The International Classification of Diseases was developed for the 
statistical compilation of diseases and causes of death primarily for the use 
of public health agencies. The purpose of such statistical studies is to answer 
questions about groups of related cases of significance to the health of the 
population. Therefore, in the InternationalClassificationof Diseases, diseases 
are grouped according to the problems they present. For example, the major 
infective and parasitic diseases are listed in one section and all malignant 
neoplasms are brought together in another section. A specific disease entity 
is given a separate title or a code number in the classification only when its 
separation is warranted because the frequency of its occurrence, or its im- 
portance as a morbid condition, justifies a separate category. Conditions of 
less importance from this point of view are grouped together, frequently as 
residual groups of a particular anatomic site or physiological system. This 
arrangement results in a relatively simple numerical code. ITiree digits 
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IKTROmCTION 


cover the major categories or titles with fourth-digit subdivisions in many 
Instances to permit classification of greater detail, if desired. This scheme is 
different from a medical nomenclature which by necessity must list every 
recognized disease entity regardless of its significance. Approved diagnostic 
terms are arranged systematically in a nomenclature but without concern for 
their frequency of use. 

The grouping of related conditions in the International Statistical Classi- 
fication of Diseases recommends it for indexing diagnoses in hospitals because 
requests for study material in hospitals so often follow the same pattern. Also, 
the simplicity of the code scheme presents fewer coding difficulties and is well 
suited to mechanical tabulation. However, the problems and points of view of a 
hospital and a health agency using the Intemational Classification of Diseases 
differ in certain respects. Therefore, itwasfoundnecessary to modify details 
of the Intemational Classification to adapt it to hospital use. 

HISTORY of MODIFICATIONS 

In 1948, the Intemational List of Causes of death^ was revised for the 
sixth time and published by the World Health Organization as the Mcntual of the 
IfiteTnational Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries, and Cazises of 
Death, For the first time, many nonfatal disease categories were included. In 
1950, the Public Health Service, and the Veterans' Administration started 
independent tests of the classification for hospital indexing purposes. A year 
later , the Columbia -Presb 5 n:erian Medical Center in New York City adopted 
the Intemational Classification for this purpose with certain modifications. A 
few years later, the Commission on Professional and Hospital Activities in 
Michigan adopted the Intemational Classification, also with similar modi- 
fications. 

In the meanwhile, interest in the use of the Intemational Classification for 
hospital indexing was expressed by the World Health Organization and by many 
hospitals in the United States. In order to provide a broader base for a test, 
a study was imder taken in 1956 by the American Hospital Association and the 
American Association of Medical Record Librarians, supported by a research 
grant from the Public Health Service. Both the Intemational Classification of 
Diseases modified for this purpose and the Standard Nomenclature of Diseases 
and Operations^ were used in the study. Fourteen hospitals of various t 3 ^s 
and sizes participated, most of them for an indexing period of 1 year with some

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extension in time for answering calls on ±e index. This study showed that the 
International Classification of Diseases was suitable for hospital indexing, hi 
general; it was found that coding and posting, using the International Classi- 
fication of Diseases was somewhat faster than the same operations performed, 
using the Standard Nomenclature of Diseases and Operations. In answering 
requests, more pertinent records were found with the International Index than 
with the Standard Nomenclature, althou^ there were also more nonpertinent 
records pulled. 

At the conclusion of the comparative test of the two indexing schemes, a 
committee ^ representing major users of the International Classification was 
formed to consolidate their experience into this uniform modification adapted 
to hospital indexing. A suitable operation and treatment classification was also 
developed by this committee. 

MODIFICATIONS of the INTERNATIONAL CLASSIFICATION of DISEASES 

The basis for the adaptation of the International Classification of Diseases 
for hospital indexing purposes is the Seventh Revision of the International 
Statistical Classification of Ehseases, Injuries, and Causes of Death. In the 
main, the changes consist of the addition of fourth-digit codes to provide 
greater specificity. (Existing fourth-digit codes were renumbered where 
necessary to accommodate these additions in the fourth-digit subdivisions.) In 
most instances, it was possible to make these changes without affecting the 
meaning of the three-digit titles. However, in a number of instances, it was 
felt desirable to transfer some of the terms from one three-digit category to 
another in conformance with the use of such terms in the hospitals in the 
United States. Thus, not all the three-digit categories in this adaptation are 
comparable to the corresponding three-digit categories of the International 
Statistical Classification of Diseases. The major area of noncomparability 
appears in the section on Mental, Psychoneurotic, and Personality Disorders. 
Since the mental institutions in the United States employ the diagnostic code 
of the American Psychiatric Associations, it seemed desirable to substitute 
that code for this section. Among other changes, is the elimination of many 
residual categories provided in the Intematfonal Classification, such as

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'‘Injuries of Other and Unspecified Nature." With the patient at hand for 
diagnosis, such vague terms are unacceptable in hospitals. 

In order to simplify the finding of a given condition in the diagnostic 
index, certain combinations of diseases such as "measles with pneumonia" in 
the International Classification were deleted and provisions made to post such 
cases to both diagnoses separately. Also, since most hospital Indexes Include 
data on sex and age of patients, and index operations separately, all dis- 
tinctions in the International Classification of Diseases with respect to these 
factors have been deleted. Finally, the International Classification of Diseases 
provides a du^ classification of Injuries — by nature of injury and by external 
cause of injury. Since the chief concern of hospitals is the treatment of the 
Injury regardless of the external cause of injury, the classification of the 
external cause has been reduced to a very few titles. These need not be used 
at all unless the hospital anticipates real need for the data. 

. The modifications of the International Classification of Diseases given 
here resulted from the experience of a varied group of hospitals over a period 
of 5 to 9 years. It is recognized, however, that occasional changes to meet 
special needs will be necessary. In these instances, further subdivisions may 
be made, provided that the sum of the special subdivisions is equivalent to the 
category being subdivided. 

Coding 

Until certain where a given disease is codedin the International Classifi- 
cation, one should refer first to the Alphabetical Index.® Because of the many 
modifications, however, it is not possible to code directly by the Alphabetical 
Index. Instead, one must look In the tabular list of this adaptation under the 
three-digit code given In the Alphabetical Index. As one becomes feimllar with 
the International Classification, the Alphabetical Index will be needed less 
frequently, but it is not advisable to guess where a specified condition will be 
classified. Notes should always be read. Failure to follow these Instructions 
might lead one to code, for example, congenital thoracic deformity of spine 
under 758.9, "Other spinal or vertebral malformations (congenital)" instead 
of under 745, "Curvature of spine." (Acquired and congenital conditions are 
here coded together because it is not always easy to distinguish them.) Although 
the Standard Nomenclature of Diseases and Operations shows in parentheses the 
equivalent code number of the International Classification, these code numbers 
should not be used. The International code numbers in the Standard Nomen- 
clature refer to categories of the classification superseded by the present 
International Classification of Diseases. The letters NOS mean "not otherwise 
specified" or unqualified; NEC means "not elsewhere classifiable." 

Every effort should be made to avoid the use of vague titles such as 
"unspecified" or "other." If many cases are so Indexed, there must be some 
misunderstanding or errors in coding. It is considered good practice, however, 
to code "suspected" diagnoses as if they were certain. This permits the doctor 
to decide whether they are pertinent to his inquiry or not. If it seems desirable, 
such cases can be distinguished by a question mark. The malignant neoplasm

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codes refer in general to site rather than to histological rype. It was felt that 
most inquiries called for “all malignancies*' rather than for specific histo- 
logical classification. If, however, the histology seems worth recording, the 
American Cancer Society code may be used, or that of the Standard Nomen- 
clature which has been adapted from it. 

Because this is a classification of diseases and in no sense a nomenclature 
of correct terms, the International Classification of E>iseases should not be 
given to doctors as a guide in expressing their diagnoses. There is still need 
for doctors to phrase diagnoses correctly and in a uniform manner according 
to the Standard Nomenclature to ensure accurate coding by this International 
Classification. 

Writing detail 

Throughout the list of modifications, it has deen suggested that further 
detail could be preserved by writing the exact terms on the index card. Each 
hospital should decide whether this device is worthwhile. If an index is rarely 
used, the writing in of terms is a waste of time. On the rare calls involving 
these detailed terms, the specific condition can be located on the records. 
There may, however, be certain diagnoses of interest to the hospital staff 
which are lost in an inclusive code number. In such instances, writing the 
exact terms on the index cards may save enough reference time to make it 
worthwhile. Each hospital should determine which inclusive titles, if any, 
they wish to write in and indicate them by an asterisk (*) or red mark, both 
in the book and in the index. This practice should be reviewed periodically to 
see if the need for the information still exists. 

Indexing 

There are two major requirements of a good hospital index. First, it must 
be able to produce the data recorded in it in conformity with the demands made 
upon it. Second, the effort of maintaining the index must be in proportion to 
the use made of it. That the International Classification of Diseases meets the 
first requirement has been adequately demonstrated. By its practical 
arrangement and simplicity ofcode, it also contributes to the second requisite. 
However, hospitals differ so widely in the amount of reference made to their 
diagnostic indexes, that each institution must determine how much posting 
detail is warranted. Only the four- digit code and record number are essential, 
although it is convenient to carry the date, at least the month and year, and 
the patient’s sex and age. In an active index, it may pay to add accompanying 
condition and operation codes, and to write in specific terms in some of the 
general categories. 

Posting can be further simplified by grouping related codes on one card. 
Included here is a list of Suggested Disease Index Divisions. This is intended 
purely as a starting list which each hospital can modify to suit its own needs. 
For small institutions with infrequent calls on the index, the major divisions 
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Will undoubtedly suffice. In fact, if very few cases of a certain kind are 
treated, some of these major divisions can be combined. (Rare obstetrical 
cases could all be included under "Pregnancy, childbirth, puerperlum 640- 
689.") On the other hand, large university medical centers where much 
research is being conducted may find it desirable to use the finer divisions 
given in parentheses. Specialty hospitals may need only those finer sub- 
divisions which pertain to their own field and may even find it desirable to 
make further subdivisions. 

In general, divisions are needed for conditions of particular significance 
or which are very common, whether they are of much Interest or not. If such 
common codes are Intermixed on cards with comparatively rare conditions, it 
is more difficult to find the latter. Again this is only of importance, if much 
reference is made to the index. Advances in medical science also call for 
continual adjustment of die disease index, as some conditions attaun new 
significance and others are conquered.
